The text follows: “Most of their strikes were close 

support missions in the Kumchon and Waeg- 

wan areas where they returned to the targets: 
again and again, ensuring their kills." - 


"Onc fight was requested by 
an air control spotter to attack 
near Kumchon. Here trucks 
and camouflaged vehicles hid- 
den in draws running up from 
the rondway were strafed and 
rocketed.

Many 
attempted to shield themselves 
from the withering fire by taking 
cover under the first span of a 
bridge previously destroyed by 
Allied bombing. But the Mus- 
tangs swung in low, relentlessly 
skipping their rockets,and bullets 
under the span until thelr full 
fire power had been spent.

written off as probably damaged. 
Fragmentation bombs were blast- 
ed into villages near Angang-ni 
infested with enemy troops, Two 
fleld pleces and-a tank were des- 
troyed in the Yongsan area. 

“Though prevented by - poor 
flying weather from carrying out 
as many sorties as they hoped to 
during their three days of attack- 
Ing, the Mustang filers returned 
well satisNed with their efforts.”
